The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 starting at line 10: 

delete "and the glue surrounds the spacers at a side surface not contacting the 
dielectric substrate and wafer" 

insert "and the spacers are surrounded by the glue except for the portion of 
the spacers directly contacting the dielectric substrate and wafer" 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach or render obvious the claimed limitations including 
"wherein the glue and the spacers are disposed between the dielectric substrate 
and the wafer and both of the glue and the spacers are directly contacted with the 
dielectric substrate and wafer" with "the spacers are surrounded by the glue except for 
the portion of the spacers directly contacting the dielectric substrate and wafer" and 
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"after attaching the dielectric substrate over the photoelectric device on the surface of 
the wafer, grinding the surface of the dielectric substrate away from the wafer or the 
surface of the wafer away from the dielectric substrate" 

Additionally, the closest art of U.S. Pub. No. 2006/0043555 to Liu (cited in 892 
mail date 09/25/2007) fails to qualify as prior art.
